Panama Canal, the Government hne studied 
carefully theao proposals aud the argumonts 
in support of them, with a view to bringing 
to hear on themi the provisions of the treaty 
between the United States and Great 
Britain dated November 18, 1901. The 
communication summed up the proposals 
nontioned as (1) one to exampt al Ameri- 
can shipping from tolls; (2) one to refund 
to all American ships tolls which they might 
pay; (3) one to exempt from payment of 
tolla American ships engaged in ¢ ailetwise 
trado; (4) one to repay the lust-named class 
of Anvrican ships the tolla they inight pay. 
Tho communication indicates it to be the 
opinion of His Britannic Majesty's Gavern- 
mont that to exempt all American shipping 
from payment, of tolls would involve on 
infraction of the treaty, aud indicates, 
furthor, the opinion that there would be no 
difference in. -principle between charging 
toila, only thereafter to: refund them, and 
yomitting such tolls altogether. The opinion 
ia expressed that that method: of’ charging 
but refunding tolls, while perhaps comply- 
ing with the letter of tho treaty, would still 
contravene the-spirit. The communication 
adinite that. there is nothing in the Hay- 
Paunervore Troaty to provent the United 
States-from subsidizing its shipping, but 
claims that there is a great distinction be- 
tween a general subsidy, either to ‘shipping

With respect to the proposal that exemp- 
tions shall be given to vesse's engaged in 
coastwise, trade, the communication states 
that it may be that no objection could bo 
taken if the trade should be so regulated 
ae to make certain that only bon-fide coast- 
jwise traffic which is reserved to American. 
veusels would be benefited hy this evemption, 
but that it appears to His Britannic Majesty's 
Government that it would be impossible to 
frame regulations which would prevent 
the exemption from resulting in preference 
for American shipping, and consequently 
in an infraction of the treaty. The discus 
gion of the Biliin the Senate was remark- 
able for an amazing statement by Senator 
Longs, 
Relations Committee that reported upon the 
'Hay-Pauycnrore Treaty. Ho said it war 
his opinion then that it left the United States 
frea to regulate its own commerce through 
the Canal, and he believed then and still 
believed that the United States was’ not 
included in the nations “to be tredtad with 
equality.” under the Treaty! Ho suggested 
that the reference of the dispute to ‘Ihe 
Hague might be avoided by the Govern- 
ment's paying the tolls on American ships. 
Thore was little doubt’ what ‘the result 
would be should the question be submitted 
to The Hague. “Do you think. we should 
lose?” asked Sonator Sarva, of Georgia, 
“Unquestionably,” xeplicd Senator Lonar. 
In view of the terms of the British protest, 
quoted above, it is evident that a reference 
of the matter to The Hague cannot be 
avoided by the Government. paying tolls on 
American ships, and the result-of the arbi- 
tration is as “unquestionable” us in the 
other case.

A NEW IRON-COATING PROCESB. 


‘Three methods of giving iron and steal 
articles a protective coating of. zino are 
already practised—" hot galvanizing,” or 
plunging into molten’ zine; o cold

a “sherardiging,” or. . heating: with 
dommercial zine powder in a closed retort. 


‘““Lobmannizing ” ia a new process that |. 


has been patented by A. J: Lolimann. 
The articles are first ‘cleaned ‘in the usual 
pickling bath of sulphuric .acid; ‘then 
dipped into a solution of hydrochloric 
acid, morcuric: chloride, and ammonium

immersed in the molten’ protective meta}, 
which has a temperature of 950deg. to 
1,000deg. F. Tho effect of the first bath 
is said to be: tho deposition of ‘an 
amalgamating metal salt, ‘completely 
covering the surface and filling the most 
minute pores and cavities.
